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Of General and Special Hlections, 
Secrion 1. There shall be held throughout 
tho Territory, on the first Wednesday in 
September of cach year, the first of which 
shall be in the year ono thousand eight hund- 
red and sixty-five, an election for members of 
tho Tegisjative Assembly, and such officers as 
may be required by Iaw to be chosen at such 
election, to bo called the General Election. 
Provided that members of tho Legislative 

Council shall be elected for two years. 


§. 2. Special elections shall only be held to 
fill the vacancies in the office of members of 
the Legislature, or Delegate to Congress, on 
the proclamation of the Governor for that 
purpose.. Special clections shall be conducted 
and the votes canvassed and icturned in the 
same manner, as nearly as may be, as general 
elections, 


§. 3. It shall be the duty of the governor, 
at least thiity days before any general elec- 
tion, to issue his proclamation, designating 
the offices to be filled at such election, and to 
tranamit a copy thereof to the county recorder 
and sheriff of cach county of the Teritory. 


_§. 4. It shall be the duty of the sheriff to 
give at [cast ten days’ notice thereof, by sct- 
ting up, at each usual place of holding elec- 
tiona In his county, a copy uf such proclama- 
tlon, and hy insorting the same insome news- 
paper published in the county, if any be pub- 
lished therein. 


§ 5 Whenever itis necessary to order a 
special election, under the provisions of sec- 
tion two of this chapter, the governor shall 
isso his proclamation, ordering such election 
and appointing the tine at which itis to be 
held, and the sheriff of each county in which 
such election is to be held shall give notice 
thereof, ns required im section four of this 
chapter in regard to pem ral elections. 

Of the Qualifications und Doalulitis of Elect

§. 6. Every white male citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, and every white male citizen of 
Mexico, who shall have elected to become a 
citizen of the United States, under the treats 
of peace exchanged and tatified at Quintero, 
May, 30th, 1848, and the Gadsden treaty of

seminary of learning; nor while kept at any 
almshouse or other asylum; nor while con- 
fined in any public prison. 

§ 8 No ichot o1 insane person, or person 
convicted of any infamous crime, shall be en- 
titled to the privileges of an elector, A crime 
shall be deemed infamous which is punisha 
ble by death, or by imprsonment m the 
State prison. 

3 0. Absence from this Terntory on busi- 
ness of the Teaitory, or of the United States, 
shall not eflect the question of residence of 
any} peron.

§. 10, The election shall be held in each 
precinct established by law, provided that 
any precinct containing over four hundied 
yoters may be divided by the board of county 
commissioners, and an election held im each. 


§. 11 The justice of the peace in cach 
precinet, and two quahfied clectorsvof such 
precinct, shall constitute a board of judges 
of election The justicr shall be chairinan 
of the hoard, if present, if not, the beard 
shall appoint a chairman from among their 
own number, who shall have power to fill 
any vacancy that may occur in said board. 

$. 12. It shall bo the duty of each mapector 
to bo at the place where the polls are to be 
opened, in the preemet for which he is ap- 
pointed, from cight o'clock in the morning 
until sunset, on the day of tho election. 
Should auch inspector not appear at cight 
o'clock ‘in the morning, the electors present 
at tho place where the polls are to be opened 
may appoint an inspector for the precinct. 

§. 13. The hoard of inspectors for each 
precinct shall, before tho time of opening tho 
polls, appoint two suitable persons to act as 
clerks. f 

§. l4. Before any election shall be opened, 
the inspector, judges and clerks shall each, 
before any officer authorized to administer 
oaths, take an oath that ho will faithfully and 
impartially discharge the duties assigned him 
by law. If there is no person won author- 
ized to administer oaths, the inspector shall 
administer tho same to the judges and clerks, 
and one of the judges shall then administer 
the oath to the inspector. —- 

Of Opening the Polls: of Voting and 
>- Challenges. 

§. 15. Af all elections tho polls shall be 
opened at oight o'clock in the morning, and 
shall continuo open until sunset, at which 
time the judges shall closo the polls: Pro- 
vided, that tho judges of the election may 
tako n recess of ono hour at tiny timo they 
mny think proper during the day, before threc 
o'clock in the afternoon, 

$. 16. Tho board of judges, before they 
commence receiving ballots, shall cause it to 
he proclaimed aloud at Nae place of voting

Tho 
ballot shall be a paper ticket containing tho 
names of the persons for whom the elector 
intonds to voto, aud dosignating tho office

§. 18. whenever any person offers to voto 
the inspector shall pronounce his name in an 
audible voice, and if there be no objection 
to the qualification of such person as an elector 
shall receive his ballot, and in tho presence

§. 19. The namo of each elector whose 
ballot hns been thus received, shall bo immo- 
diatély entered by each clerk in in the column 
of his poll-list, headed “names of voters,” 
numbering cach name*in the additional col- 
umn, as it is taken down, so that it mny be 
seen at any time whether the two lists agree. 


$. 20. Any person offering to vote may be 
challenged a6 unqualrtiod by the inspector or 
either of the judges, or by any legal voter; 
snd 1 shull in all cases be the duty of the m- 
spector und cach of the judges to challenge 
any person offering to vote whom he shall 
know or suspect nut to be duly qualified as 
an clector. 

$. 21. When any person offering to vote is 
challenged, it shall be the duty of the board 
of judges te declare to him the qualifications 
of an elector, 


$. 22. If such person shall still insist that 
he is entitled to rete, and the challenge shall 
pur ve Withdrawn, the board of judges, in 
their disciction, may ndmimister an oath or 
affirmation to the voter. You do swear (or 
aflirm) that you will support the constitution 
af the United States and the laws of Ufs 
Territory; that you will true faith and alle- 
guunce bear to the same, and defend them 
against all enemies whatsoever; that you are 
a citizen of the United States, that you are

and that you have not before veted this day.’ 
§ 23 If the person thus challenged shall

tions; but if he shall refuse to take the oath 
or aflirmation so tendered to him, his vote 
shall be rejected. 

§. 24. If the voteof any person bechallenged 
on the ground that he has been convicted of 
any infamous crime, or disfranchised by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, he shall not 
be required to answer any questions respect- 
ing such alleged conviction ; and in the ab- 
sence of nny authenticated record of such 
facts, 1t muy be competent for two disinter- 
ested wijnessen upon oath to prove the same 

é. 25. When the polls are closed, proclama- 
tion thereof shall be made at tho place of 
voting, and no vote shall be afterwards re- 
ceived. 

Of Counting and Receiting the Votes, Declar- 
ing the Result of ivlectious, and of the 
Certincates of Telection. 

$. 26. As soon as the polls are closed on 
the afternoon of the day of election, the 
judges shall open the ballot-box and com- 
mence counting the votes, and in no ease shall 

| the ballot box be removed from the room in 
which any election may be held, until all the 
ballots are counted; the counting of the bal- 
lots shall in ali cases be public The ballots 
shall he taken out carefully, one by one, by 
the chantman or one of the judges, who shall 
open them, and. read aloud the names of 
each person contained therein, and the ofice 
for which every such person i voted for. 
Each deih shall write down ench oftice to be 
filled and the name of cach person voted for 
such office, and shall keep the number of votes 
by tallies, as they are rend aloud by the chair- 
man or judge. The counting of the votes 
shall be contmued without adjournment until 
all are counted. 

§ 27 If twotichets are folded togethei, 
they shall both be rejected; and if more persons 
are designated on any ticket for any office 
! than are to be elected for such office, such 
part of tho Uchet shall not be counted for 
any of them; bnt no ticket shall be Jost for 
want of form, if the hoard of judges can de- 
termine to their satisfaction the person voted 
for and the office intended. 


§. 28. As soon ns all tho votes are read off 
and counted, a ceréificate shall be drawn up 
on each of thd papers containing tho poll-list 
and fallies, or attached thereto; stating the 
number of votes cach person voted for has 
received, and designating tho office to fill 
which he was voted for, which number shall 
be written in words at full length. Each certifi- 
cateshall Ve signed bythe clerk the judges and 
inspector; one of sud certificates, with the 
poll-list and tally paper to which It is attached, 
shill bo retained by the inspector and pe 
served by him at least six nionths. Tho bal- 
lots shall be preserved by the judge or obair- 
man, The other of said certificates, with the 
poll-list and tally paper to which ft is attached, | 
shall be sealed up by tho inspector, and on- 
dorsed “election returns,” and be directed 
and delivered, or sent hy the chairman to the

§ 20. The said package shall be delivered 
to the county recorder by one of the judges 
or clerks of olection in person, or may be 
sent by privato hand, or by mail. Ifsent b 
ivato hand, tho person delivering it shall, 
belbro the county clerk, take and subseribo 
an affidavit that the package wns delivered to 
him by one of the judges (naming him), that 
it has not been out of bis possession since it 
was recclvod, and has undergone no alteratidn 
while in his possession, Tho affiday{t shall 
be endorsed onthe packnge., If sont by mail, 
it shall be mailed by one of the judges; and 
the postmaster shall make on it an endorse- 
ment that he received it from ono of the 
judges (naming hit). :

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§. 31. On the tenth day aftar tho day of each 
election, or as sobon as he shall have received 
the returns from each precinct of the county, 
if he receive them within that time, the 
county recorder shall proceed to estimate the 
vote of the county, a statement of which 
shall be drawn up and signed by him. The 
statement shall contdin the names of the per- 
sous voted for; the oflice to fill which each 
person was voted for; the number of votes 
given at each precinct to cach of auch persons, 
aud the numberof votes given to each in the 
county; and the same shall be filed, together 
with the returns from each precinct in his 
office. 

§. 82. The person having the highest num- 
ber of votes given for each office to be filled 
by the votes of a single county, shall be de- 
clared efected; and the county recorder shall 
immediately make out and deliver, or send to 
nim, a certificate of election, signed by said 
recoider, and authenticated with the seal of 
his offlec. 

§. 83. When a county recorder is to be 
elected, the judge of probate shall examine 
the returns go soon as they are filed, and issue 
to the person chosen a certificate of election, 
in tho form preseribed in the preceding sec- 
tion. ~ 

§. 34. When there are officers voted for 
who are chosen by the qualified electors of 
the Territory, it shall be the duty of cach 
county recorder, av soon as the statement of 
the vote of his county 1s made out, as required 
in section thirty-one of this chapter, to copy 
therefrom so much as relates to the votes 
given for such officers, certify to the correct- 
ness thereof under his hand and seal of his! 
oflice, and transinit the same to the secretary 
of the ‘Territory, endorsing on the pack- 
age the words “election returns.” On the 
sixtieth day after the day of election, or so 
soon as the returns shall have been received 
from all the counties of the Territory, if re- 
ceived within that time the secretary of the 
Tenitory shall compare and estimate the 
vote and declare the person elected, and 
make out and file in his office a statement 
thereof, a certified copy of which shall be 
transmitted to the person so ascertained to 
be elected, which shall be a sufficient commis- 
sion. 

§. 85. No certificate shall be withheld on 
account of any defect or informality in the 
return of any election, if it can with reason- 
able certainty be ascertained from auch re- 
turn what office is intended, and who is enti- 
tled to such certificato; nor shall any com- 
mission be withheld by the governor on nc- 
count of any such defect or informality of 
any returus made to the office of the secre- 
tary of the Territory. “ 

§. 36. When elections are held fur delegate 
in congress, the county recorder of each 
county shall make his returns thereof in the 
manner prescribed in this chapter to the sec- 
retary of the Territory, on the fortieth day 
after the day of election, or so soon as the 
returns shall have been received from all the 
counties of the Territory; if received within 
that time, tho secretary of the Territory shall 
compare and estimate the votes given for 
such delegate, and certify to the governor 
the person having the highest number of 
votes, and it shall thereupon he the duty of 
the governor to give to such persona certif- 
cute of Ins election, sealed with the seal of 
the Territory. The returns of all elections 
for oficera chosen by tho qualified electors of 
the Terntory, which are required by this 
chapter to be transmitted to the secretary of 
the Territory, shall hkewisa be opened on 
the sintieth day after the duy of election, or 
so 800n as the returns shall have been received 
fiom all the counties of the Tertitory, if re- 
ctived within that time. 

§. 37. Any clector of the proper county 
may contest the right of any person dectared 
duly elected to any office, to be exercised in 
and forsuch county, and also any elector of 
a precinct may contest the right of any per- 
sun duly elected to any office in and fot such 
precinct, for any of the following cnuses:— 

Ist. For malconduct on the part of the 
board of judges, or of any member thereof. 

2d. When the person whose right to the 
oflico is contested, was not at the time of 
election chgible to such office, 

3d When the person whose right is con- 
tested shall have been, previous to such elec- 
tion, convicted of an infamous crimt= by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such conv.c- 
tion not haying been reversed, nor such per- 
son relieved from the legal infamy of such 
conviction. ` 

4th. When the person whose right is con- 
tested has given to uny elector or inspector, 
judge or clerk of the election, ary bribe or 
reward, or shall have offered any such bribe 
or reward fur the purpose of procuring his 
election. 

6th. On account of legal votes. 

§. 38. No irregularity or improper conduct 
in the proceedings of the judges or any one 
of them, shall be construed to amount to 
sdch malconduct as to annul or set asido any 
election, unless the irregularity or improper 
conduct shall have been such ns to procure 
tho person whose right to the office may be 
contested, to be declared duly elected when 
he had not reesived the highest number of 
legal votes. 

y 39, When any election held for an office 
exercised in and for a county, is contested on 
account of any malconduct on the part 
of the board of judges of any provinct 
election, or any member thereof, tho election 
shall not be annulled and sot aside upon any 
proof thereof, unless the rejeation of the voto 
of such precinct shall chango the result as to 
such office in tho remaining voto of tho 
county. 

§. 40, Nothing in tho fifth ground of con-

§. 41, No person shall be competent to 
contest any election unless he isa qualified 
elector of the county or preciuet in which 
the office is to be exercised. 

42, When any such, elector shall choose 
to contest the right of any person declared 
duly glected to such office, he shall, within 
forty days after the return day of such eleg- 
tion, file with the district clerk a written 
statement, setting forth specially: Ist.

THE FRANCHISE LAW. 

The following is the law of Congress now 
in force: 

An Act to regulate the elective franchise in 
the Teritories of the United States. 

Be it enacted-by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress Assembled, 

That from and atter the passage of this act 
there shall be no denial of the elective fran- 
chise in any of the Territories of the United 
States, now or hereafter to be organized, to 
any citizen thereof, on account of race, color 
or previous condition of servitude; and all 
acts or parts of acts, cither of Congress or 
the Legislctive Assemblies of sail Territories, 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
are hereby declared null and void.

Sec, 56, In caso of a vacancy in the office 
of delegate in congress by death, resignation. 
or otherwise, if it happen four months before 
any goneral election, the governor may order 
a special election to fill such vacancy; or he 
may order such vacancy filled at any general 
election after the same shall occur. 


Of the Penalties for Misconduct at Elections, and 
Jor Violations of certain Provisions 
of this Chapter. 

Sec. 57. If any pergon shall directly or 
indirectly use any threats, menace, or force, 
or any.corrupt means or device, at, or previous 
to, any election held pursttant to this chapter, 
towards any elector, to hinder or deter him 
from voting at such election; or shall attempt 
by any means whatever to awe, restrain, hin- 
der, or disturb any elector in the free exercise 
of the right of suffrage, he shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be fined in any sum not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars. a 

§. 58. If any person shall furnish any elec- 
tor wishing to vote at any election, held pur- 
suant to the provisions of this chapter, whö 
cannot read, with a tickat, such person in- 
forming or giving such elector to understand 
that it contaius a name or names written or 
prinetd thereon, for whomsuch person wishes 
to vote, but that such ticket contains no such 
names, such person shall upon conviction 
thereof, be fined in any sum not less than fifty 
nor more than five hundred dollars. 

$. 59, If any person shall defraud any elec- 
torat any such election by decciving and 
causing him to vote for a different person for 
any office than such elector desired or intended 
to vote for, or shall fraudulently attempt to 
deceive, and cause such élector thus to vote 
for. different person for any office than he 

intended and desirefl to vote for, such person, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in any 
sumnot less than fifty nor more than five 
hundred dollars. 

§. 60. Ifany person not having the legal 
qualifications of an clector, shall fraudulently 
vote or shall fraudulently attempt to vote at 
any election, such person on conviction thereof 
shall shall be fined in any sum not less than 
twenty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


§. 61. If any elector shall vote more than 
once at any election, or shall knowingly hand 
in two or more tickets folded together, or 
shall attempt to vote more than once at the 
same election, he shall, on conviction thereof, 
be fined in any sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars. 


§. 62. If any ‘inspoctor, judge, or clerk of 
any election, while acting as such, shall in- 
duce or attempt to induce any elector, either 
by menace or reward, or promise thereof, to 
vote differently from what such elector shall 
desire to vote, such person so offending shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum 
not less than fifty, nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars. a 


§. 63. If any chairman, judge, or clerk of 
an election, shall, previous to putting the bal- 
lot of any elector in the ballot-box, attempt 
to pry into or find out any name or nameg on 
such ballot which shall have been handed in by 
said elector in a folded form; or if any inspec- 
tor, judge, or clerk of any election shall open, 
or suffer the folded ballot of any elector which 
has been handed into the board of judges to 
be opened or examined into previous to putting 
the same into the ballot-box; or ifany inspec- 
tor, judge, or clerk of an election, shall make 
or place any mark or device on any folded 
ballot which has been handed in to the board 

-of judges by any elector, with a view to as- 
certain the name of any person or persons for 
whom such elector shall have voted at any 
such election; or if any inspector, judge, or 
clerk shall have fraudulently or illegally 
allowed any eléctor to vote at any election. 
every such inspector, judge, or clerk so offen- 
ding, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined 
in any sum not less than fifty, nor more than 
five huudred dollars.

the part of the county recorder, in any trial 
or indictment against him therefor. 

§. 66, It shall be the especial duty of the 
attorney-general to present all violations of 
this chapter, which shall come to his knowl- 
edge, to the consideration of the proper 
grand jury. 

§. 67. The term of all officers elected un- 
der the provisions of this chapter shall ex- 
pire on the last day of November in the year 
in which suéh term of office ceases. And 
the term of all officers elected under such 
provisions, except delegates in congress, shall, 
commence on the first day of December next, 
after the general election; but all vacancies fill- 
ed’at any such election shall commence and 
terminatd according to the exigencies of such 
Vacancy.

A “Great” War---Lo vs. Lo. 


Hanpyvits.eyMohave County, ] 
Arizona, October 23, 1870. { 
To the Editor of the Artzona Miner: 

For the past six years there has not been 
the best of feeling between the different tribes 
of Indians in this part of the Territory, but, 
as they were fighting the whites, they man- 
aged to ally together, and make common war. 
During the past summer, a Piute was killed 
by the Mohaves. This started a bad feeling 
between the tribes. Finally, a Piute chicf 
came down from Cottonwood Valley, pro- 
fessed fiiendship, stopped with the Mohaves, 
partook of their melons, and talked peace. 
But, so soon as an opportunity offered, he 
shot and killed a Mohave, and then retreated 
in bad order for his rancheria and tribe in 
Cottonwood Valley, 

This was an open declaration of war, dnd 
the war-whoop was sounded and black paint 
used on their façes. For about two months, 
a soit of running fight was kept up. One 
time the Mohaves went to Cottonwood Val- 
ley in force, caught two sick Piutes, and 
killed them, after the custom of savage war- 
fare. The Piutes, in turn, would now and 
then catch an old Mohave squaw, and wreak 
vengeance upon her, 

Bemg tired of this kind of life, and wishing 
to fight on a larger seale, the Prutes, on the 
last full of the moon, gathered at Trenpah, 
armed and equipped themselyes, and started 
for the Mubave Bottom and rancheria. They 
tooh a circuitous route, and approached the 
Mohaves from the east, and on the 15th inst. 
lively firing was heard at the principal Mo- 
have camp. The whites, hearing the rapid 
discharge of firearms, soon learned the facts. 
It appears that the Piutes, to the number of 
one hundred and seven, had found their way 
to this camp, and at the break of day, and 
within fifty yards of the Mohave camp, sent 
up a united war-whoop, and at once prepared 
for battle. The Mobaves had been spoiling 
for a tight for some time, and sprang at once 
from their huts, nude as they were. They 
in answer belched out an infernal yell, mn- 
gled with the whoop. This was sounded 
from camp to camp, the whole length of the 
i Mohave Valley—a distance of twenty miles— 
and on they came, whooping. 

At first, the Piutes got a little advantage, 
as they had about twenty guns, four of 
which were breech-loaders. They dealt out 
destruction to life ata wholesale rate.

About fifty of them 
were mounted on ponies, armed only with 
terrible voice. These were followed by two 
lor three hundred braves, armed with guns, 
war-clubs, bons and arrows, spears, ete and 
in three minutes they took the hill, and away 
went the Putes in a demoralized condition, 
Another slight brush satisfitd both parties. 

To sum up, the Mohaves lost eleven killed 
and ten wounded ;—some of the latter will

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Thompson’s Road Steamer, 
: 


_ We clip from an English paper the follow- 
ing account of Mr.’Thompson’s “road steamer” 
and its performances: 

At the present moment, when so much 
anxiety has been expressed on account of the 
exportation of horses, n parliamentary paper 
Just issued, will be 1ead with interest ns show- 
ing that the time approaches when we shall no 
Jonger 1equire the services of that noble 
animal, It appears by the reports of Thomp- 
son’s “road steamer” made to the War De- 
partment, that this engine, unless perhaps, for 
hunting purposes, is far more useful than any 
horse, Mr, Anderson, the superintendent of 
machinery, says he has “come to the conclu- 
sion that the question of steam traction on 
common roads is now completely solved.” 
That the application dLthe india-rubber tire 
is a perfect success, tlrat it opens up an entire- 
ly new field, and that he looks upon this ap- 
plication asa discovery rather than invention. 
The wheel and its tire may be described as 
consisting of a broad iron tire with narrow 
flanges, upon which is placed a ring of soft 
vulcanized india-rubber; this ring is about 
twelve inches in width and five inches in 
thickness, which thus surrounds the iron tire, 
and 1s kept in its place by the flanges; then 
over the india-rubber there is placed an end- 
less chain of steel plates, which is the portion 
of the wheel that comes into actual contact 
with the rough road, the reticulated chain 
being connected by a sort of vertebrae at each 
side of the wheel. The india-rubber tire and 
this ring of stec? plates bave no rigid connec- 
tion, but are at perfect hberty to move round 
as they please without consulting each other, 
or even without the concurrence of the inner 
ting of the wheel which they both enclose.— 
Mr, Anderson states that the reason why this 
whicel is so efficient is because the soft india- 
rubber allows it to flatten upon the road, 
whether rough or smooth. The wheel being 
a circle, if it is a rigid structure presents but 
a small surface, but this wheel conforms to 
every uregularity fora space of nearly two 
feet by the weight of the engine causing the 
india-rubber to collapse, and so producing a 
change of form. In the construction of the 
road steamer the gieater portion of the weight, 
including the boiler, rests upon the driving 
wheels, the thud wheel in front is for guid- 
ing the direction of movement, and is perfect- 
ly under control. 

In the course of experiments witnessed hy 
Mr. Anderson the engine went up a zigzag 
labyrinth of courts, and it can describe any 
figure almost in a space of twice its length. 
The boiler employed is an independent inven- 
tion adapted to the carriage. Its chief pe- 
cuharity is the copper pot for holding water 
within the furnace, and it is so contrived that 
if the boiler contain any water the pot will 
have a full supply. This crrangement keeps 
the centre of gravity low, and allows the 
engine to run up hills of 1 in 10, or go along 
ananuleof 35°. On the first day Mr. Anderson 
saw it in Leith, the streets were very wet and 
adhesive. A train of wagons contaming ten 
tons of flour, besides their own weight, were 
standing at the bottom of a slippery street 
with a gradient of about 1 in 17; to this train 
the little engine was attached, and away it 
marched as if it had no load, went up to the 
top of the hill_and then down on the other 
side, no breaks being required, After de- 
positing its load somewhere in Letth, it ran 
t down to the Portobello seashore at the rate of 
ten miles an bour. On surveying the sands, 
Mr. Anderson says, it seemed an impossibility 
that it could walk on such soft sinking ground, 
but on it rushed through all, oversome quick- 
sands, ran into the sea and along its edge in 
every direction in the most wonderful manner, 
It then, after retuning from the seanide, re- 
moved an old boile: from the docks to a yard 
at some distance. The boiler and wagon, 
with the fastening chains, weighed upwards 
of twenty-two tons, and the boiler on the 
wagon stood some twenty-five fect high. Up 
to this the engine backed, then marched off 
with its load along the quay, over a nising 
swing bridge and along other quais, until it 
reached its destination. The cham of the 
performance, Mr. Anderson remarks, was in 
the way in which it was done. Noshouting, 
no refractory or desultory pulling of horses, 
but by the expenditure of a few pounds of 
coals and water the whole was accomplished 
with ease and celerity; and so accustomed 
are the people in Leith to its performance that 
no notice was taken of it except by the coun- 
try horses, for the town horses seem to know 
that it is their friend rather than their 
enemy.

Letter from New York City. 


Nuw York, October 15, 1870. 
To the Editor of the Arizona Miner: 

We are now fully convinced that our long 
drought is at an end, and now that it is too 
late for vegetation to be benefitted by water, 
T presume we shall have no cause to complain 
of being dried up. Yesterday we hada heavy 
run, which lasted all day, and this morning 
it has every appearance of a return of it. Last 
week we had some frost, which effectually 
eradicated every vestige of yellow fever from 
Now York and vicinity. Quite a large num- 
ber of deaths occurred among the troops at 
Governor’s Island, but only two fatal cases 
have so far been reported as having been in 
the city. I can assure you we are truly 
thankful for our escape from this terrific 
scourge. Creat praise is due the health offi- 
cers, for their efforts in staymg the progress 
of the disease, but greater praise is due Iim, 
who in Ili» infinite goodness, sent us the 
frost, 

John Jourdan, Superintendent of Police, 
of this city, died Monday, 10th inst. The 
funeral takes place to-day, and will probably 
be the largest private procession ever wit- 
neased here, as he leaves a very large circle 
of friends and acquaintances. With the Police 
Board he stood very high, and as a futhful 
and efficient officer he had no supenor. 

Notwithstanding many of natures noble- 
men have been called to their last account 
during the past and present month, death is 
still unsatiated. This morning we received 
the melancholy uews of the death of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee. He died at Lexington, Va., 
yesterday morning, in, the 63d year of bis 
age. Business of all kinds was suspended 
yesterday in Richmond, and it appears to be 
their determination to love the illustrious 
hero dead as they did while he was living. 
Probably no living man was as universally 
love.t by the southern people as was General 
Robert E. Lee, and truly none was more de- 
serving of their love. 

Monday last, a colored indignation mecting 
was beid at Cooper Institute, in this city. 
The meeting was addressed by several colored 
speakers of notoriety, among them Senator 
Ruby, of Texas, AN bitterly denounced the 
“caste” which excludes © Fifteenth Amend- 
ments” from first class hotels, sleeping cars, 
state rooms on steamboats, and all other 
places that are ‘ tabooed” to darkices. Reso- 
lutions were passed to call upon the next 
Congress to pass Sumner’s amendment, accor- 
ding equal civil rights to all, irrespective of 
color av nationality. Senator Ruby was ac- 
companied by his wife, who is white, and 
said to be quite pretty, Probably the main 
cause of this mecti z was the refusal of sev- 
eral of our hotel yroptictors to receive the 
Senator and his bride as guests. 

Politics is the absorbing topic with us just 
at present. Both parties are working very 
hard for success. Many members of the last’ 
Congress haye been icnominated, among 
them Fernando Wood and S. 8.Cox. The 
news from the Indiana State election has 
caused considerable rejoicing among the De- 
mocracy here. W.

The New York /cening Post, of a rocent 
ate, speaking of the heroes of Ball Run, says! 
Nine years ago to-day s&s fonyht the Uat- 
tle of Bull Ran, and in recalling the fact, tud 
the great changes that have since ogcurred in 
the condition of the country, it is singular to 
note that of all the conspicuous men an both 
sides who figured on that field, but two or 
three that survived it now take any part in 
publie affairs. 

Goneral Irvin McDowell, who commanded 
the Union forces, remains still in tho army of 
the United States. General Sherman, who 
led a brigade of Tylera division, is Uom- 
mander-in-Chief at Washington, and General 
Burnside, wko in tho earlier part of the on- , 
gagement was in the van, is now Govetnor of 
Rhode Island. 

General Tyler, commander of the first di- 
vision, whose baptismal name, strangely 
enough, is givenas Daniel, by one historian 
of the war, and as Robert O., by another, 
lives in Connecticut, m the prosecution of 
private business enterprises, 

General David “Hunter, who commanded 
the second division, and who never sustained 
himself more gallantly than on that day, lives 
m retirement in Washington. 

General S, P. Heintzelman, the third divis- 
ion commander, is on half pay, after forty- 
four years’ service, is president of a New York 
insurance company, and lives at Englewuod, 
in New Jersey. 

General Theodore Runyon, commanding 
the fourth division, is out of service, and lives 
in Newark. 

Colonel D., S. Miles, who led the fifth di- 
vision, it will be recollected, underwent tlre 
humihation of surrendering Ha per’s Ferry, 
and was killed upon the spot. 

Of General Sherman’s comrades, as brignde 
commanders in Tyler’s division, General 
Keyes 1» now a Colonel in the reguler army, 
General Schenck is in Ohio, and Richard- 
son was subsequently killed in battle. 

Of the brigade commanders of Heintzelman,

assault on Peter-burg, was killed, 1f we are 
not mistaken, in the recent distressing casu- 
ality of the fall of the court-room in the 
Capitol at Richmond. 

Gencral Patterson, of Pennsylvania, from 
whom the rebel General, Joseph E. Jolinston, 
slipped away to join Beauregard, is a pros- 

yerous cotton manufacturer tn his native 
Stale. 

Generals Johnston and Bertregard, of the 
rebel army, are now railroad Presidents, and 
Jefferson Davis, who rode over tho field after 
the battle had been won, is the President, 
not of a republic, but of an ittstitatce cun- 
pany at Memphis. General D. J. Jones, of 
South Carolina, who bore a conspictious part 
in the fight, died of consumption duting the 
war, in Richmond. General Ewell, who 
afterwards lost a leg, is now ht private fife, 
and Longstreet is Surveyor of Customs at 
New Orleans.

The Tucson correspondent of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin writes: e z 

“Through the efforts of our i : 
gato, R. C MeCormick, Conan PER 
a number of new routes through Northern 
Arizona, and induced the Department to au- 
thorize an increase of service on others. The 
action of Congress towards our Territory 
has been liberal in’ nearly all respects. ‘The 
excessively humanitarian notions prevalent, 
and the new army bill may have caused a de- 
nial of some requests regarding the Indians, 
but, in the main, our allowances have not 
been niggardly. I doubt if any Territory 
has been served better by its Delegate in 
Congress.” 

What stupid, lying falsehoods, to send 
out to the world!) Mr. Wasson, the writer 
of the foregoing, knew that he affirmed grave 
fulschoods in the above. Congress has es- 
tablished no new routes in Northern Arizona, 
and service has been cut down upon our prin- 
cipal route. When Mr. McCormick went to 
Washington, as Delegate from Arizona, we 
had semi-weekly mail’service upon the route 
to California, weekly service cia the Mohave 
route, and one mail a week to Turkey Creek, 
through the mining camps. Now, we have 
but weekly service on one route—the Pres- 
cott and San Bernardino route, service upon 
all the others having been abolished while 
McCormick was at Washington. But, sup- 
posing Congress had declared a few routes 
post roads, of what avail is that declaration, 
so long as there is no mail service upon them ? 
The assertion that “the action of Congress 
towards our Territory has been liberal in 
nearly al) respects,” isin keeping with the 
others. We haye not yet received a dollar 
for the erection of public buildings of any 
sort, we are and have been without proper 
protection; proper mail facilities, and have 
never recived a dollar to aid in the construction 
of a wagon road. This being the case, the old 
citizens of the Territory, who have lost 
friends and property by savages whom Con- 
gress allows to do as they please, and who in 
the matter of mails, appropriations, etc., have 
not been half as fairly dealt with as the peo- 
ple of the other Territorics,+can decide for 
themselves whether or not our Surveyor- 
General's assertions are correct. 


Hight of Mount Hood. 


An exchange says: 

“The United States Geological Surveying 
Party have returned from the vicinity of 
Mount Hood, after a very successful explora- 
tion. They give the height of the mountain 
at 11,800 feet.” 

This is bringing Mount Hood “ down migh- 
ty Jow,” and makes us tremble to think how 
insignificant our own Mounts San Francisco, 
Union and Sierra Blanca might be made by a 
U S. Geological Surveying Party. Mount 
San Francisco, the highest point in Arizona, 
is thought to be about.12,000 fect above the 
sea. It is about seventy miles north of Pres- 
cott, and its snowy top is plainly visible from 
the Plaza. Mt Union, about twelve miles 
south from Prescott, ts, we think, between 
8,000 and 9,000 feet in height. The Sierra 
Blanca, in the eastern part of the Territory, 
is almost as high as the San Francisco. 


The Ralston Silver Mines. 


The last Santa Fe (New Mexico) Post, re- 
ceived by us has a “marked” article on the 
above named mines, which were formerly 
known as the “ Burro Mincs.” From this ar- 
ticle, we learn that timber and water have 
been found, in abundance, near Ralston; that 
the place has about forty adobe houses, 
among which are a restaurant, dairy and 
boarding house. Board was $15.00 per week. 
The Indians were quiet. No rows between 
whites had occurred, and the miners were ip 
high spirits over their rich ores. We hope 
soon,to hear, of these mines being developed 
differently from the way the newspapers 
haye been developing them. They are in 
New Mexico, and that Territory ought, cer- 
tainly have some citizen or citizens wealthy 
enough and gritty enough to test Ralston

ing the Territory; with those who had built 
largo stores and dyyelling-houses with the 
money wrung from our mountain population ; 
with those who had amassed wealth at the 
expense of the poor Indians who formerly 
stayed upon the Colorado Reservation; with 
those who had come up here and taken grain 
contracts at a figure which, had our farmors 
sold their scant crops for, would have ruined 
them. These contractors aro the ones who 
fawned upon and disgusted Stoneman, if he 
was disgusted at all, Thoy are the men who 
have dined ond wined Quartermasters. But, 
it was no use to try that upon Stoneman, and 
knowing that they dare not do it, they are 
and have beon howling like coyotes, endeav- 
oring to have him removed.

houses are of adobe; the climate is hot and 
sickly. - We believe the post was formerly 


known ag “Buchanan.” Tt is in tho heart of 
the Pinal- Apache country, and some effective 
scouts havo been made from it by Captar 
Netterville md other oflicers, Pinal and 
saddle Mountains, two noted landmarks, are 
within plain view of the post. When we 
were there, it was garrisoned by threo small 
companies, ‘and the following named officers — 

Captain I. R. Dunkelberger, Ist Cavalry, 
Commanding Post. First Lieatenant John 
D. Hall, Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. A, Post 
Surgeon, Captain W. Mel. Netterville, 2lst 
Infantry. First Lieutenant V. M. C. Silva, 
Zist Infantry. First Lieutenant r, F, Riley, 
Qlst Infantry. First Licutenant A. J. Gar- 
rett, Ist Cavalry. Second Lieutenant George 
R. Bacon, lot Cavalry, A. A. Q. Ma A.C. S., 
and Acting Post Adjutant, Acting Assistant 
Surgeon W. B. Dots. First Lieutenant H. 
B. Cushing, 3d Cavalry, and Second Lieuten- 
ant John G. Bourke, 3d Cavalry, were on 
detached service 

Wednesday, Seplember 28.—We got an early 
start from Grant, and were making good time 
up the cañon, when it was discovered that 
the teamsters had forgotten to draw forage 
for their animals. Word was sent back, and 
the necessary forage arrived in abont an hour, 
when we bade adieu to Captam Netterville, 
and Lieutenants Riley and Garrett, who had 
accompanied us thus far, The hour was 
spent by Colonel Stoneman in talking with 
Captain Netterville about the new post which 
the Captain, with Licutenants Silva and Gar: 
rett, Company “E,” 2tst Infantry, and “K 
troop, 3d Cavaliy, were about to start on 
Mineral Creck, near Pinal Mountam, and 
which is now established After going about 
35 miles, over a countly in which there was 
not a drop of water, but plenty of grass, we 
encamped late in the night, and slept a little 
while the animals were being fed. On the 
way, we passed two or three places where 
white men bad been killed by savages, and 
saw the graves of the murdered men. Dis- 
tance traveled, abont 39 miles. 

Thursday, September 29,—We were up and 
away long before daylight, and soon reached 
the Gila river, at Florence, when men and 
animals slaked their thirst, which was great, 
as we had made about 53 miles without wa- 
ter. The bottoms of the Gila, at this point, 
are large, and the soil very productive, Cot- 
tonwood and Mezquite were thick, Fine 
farms, and substantial adube houses were seen 
un every side, and we could not belp feeling 
pleased at ance more bebolding these eviden- 
ees of civilization. Thomas R. Ewing, who 
owns the finest ranch at this place, was very 
kind to us, Ile informed ug that most of the 
river bottoms for 30 or 40 miles, were settled 
and under cultivation. The Gila furnishes 
plenty of water fur purposes of irigation, and 
the rule is to1aise two crops a year, It was 
late in the afternoon when we sturted from 
Florence, and crossed the Gila, on our way to 
Camp McDowell. Twenty miles were soon 
passed,and we lay down on the desert to rest, 
having made, with our mornings’ journey of 
18 miles, a distance of 38 males. 

Friday, September 30.—Got an early start, 
and reached the Upper Crossing of Salt river 
about noon, crossed it and rested near a farm- 
house. While approaching the river, we got 
a fine view of the immense valley in which 
stands the tewn of Phama, and in which are 
many of the finest ranches in Arizona. We 
had friends there whom we would bave gone 
to see but fur the fever and ague which was 
preying upon os. Salt River, 9r Ri ) Salado, 
as some call if, 1s, noat to the Coiurido, the 
largest stream that flows near or througn -t 
izuna. The water was low when our party 
crossed it, yet it was with some difticulty we 
made the trip. The wash, in its bed, and on 
us banks is made up, principally, of granite 
and quartz bowlders, which strengthened our 
belief that the stream passes through mineral 
bearing regions, above in Central Arizona, 
Three years ago there were not to exceed ten 
settlers upon this portion of the river; to-day, 
there are nearly 300, and the population 1» 
rapidly increasing. Scores of miles of ditches 
to convey water for irrigating, have been con- 
structed, and the place is-really the granary 
of Northern Arizona, Soon as the heat, 
which had been intense, became less, we took 
up the line of march for Camp McDowell, 
where we arrived about 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing. Onthe march we passed some immense 
runs. ‘The road, from Salt river to McDowell, 
follows the west bank of the Verde, one of 
the largest and prettiest streams in the Terri- 
tory, and upon which the post is logated, 
Mezquite, Palo Verde, Cottonwood, and other 
trees were plenty mn the vicinity, but grass was 
scarce, save on the river bottoms. The post 
itself is, we think, the finest in the Territory. 
The houses, of which there are a great num- 
ber, are of adobe, well ventilated and scrupu- 
lously clean, as, indeed, was the large parade 
ground, and every place and. thing in and 
about the post. Jt has, for a long time past, 
been commanded by that brave officer, Colonel 
G. B, Sanford, who, with his noble troop, has 
inflicted many telling blows on the Apaches, 
The other officers of the post wero Captain 
Moulton, Licutenant Veil, De Witt, Surgeon 
and Field Surgeon D.J Evans Wega s , 
“O” and “E,” Ist Cavalry, and “A,” Dist 
Infantry, The sutler’s store of W. B. Hel- 
lings & Co. is the finest, best stocked estab- 
lishment of the kind in the Territory, and its 
proprictois, Messrs. Hellings & Grubb, are 
gentlemen in overy sense of the term. 

The four peaks, which so many of our 
prospectors have seen from a distance, are not 
far from MeDowell, and though the lool 
barren and forbidding, Colonel Sanf va ee 
sured us that he had found pine timber 
T water, in valleys, between the peaks.

The Sergeant was on his return 
to meet Colonel Stoneman, with an answer 
to a dispatch the Colonel bad sent Capt, 
Brown, commanding Camp Verde. Hister 
was short. He and bis companion had thls 
den about one hundred miles invii 
len hours, and lost one man on the way, who 
Lecamo deranged, and rode off in search of 
water, The Sergeant followed him, and found 
his horse, which had been stripped of saddle 
and bridle. When he found the man's horse 
thus stripped, he gave the man up for fost, 
and startedon, This occurred near the Agua 
Frio, We afterwards found the man’s saddle 
and bridle, and the man himself, who id be 
had been chased by Indians, which was allin 
Ins imagination. After thanking ‘the Ser 
geant and his companion for the long, swift 
jnde they bad made, Stoneman led the way, 
and we started in chmbing, and such climb- 
ing! Why, a California packer would not 
have attempted to drive hi pack-traih ovr 
such a mountain. But, it was the beat we 
could do, and on we went, “slow likes 
‘snail,’ over great, rough trap bowlders, some 
of which were as large as an ambnlance. 
[Now and then, the animals bad to beue 
Hntched, act the ambulances pulled upby 
i means of ropes, Oh! it was trying on nerves. 
Our poor nerves gave out carly in the day, 
land leaving oflicers and men to “lo thei 
duty, nobly,” we crawled to camp, where we 
found Lieutenant King, Dr. Soule, and other 
friends, who gaye us something to cat and 
drink, and a foud bed to shake in. It was 
about 5 o'clock im the afternoon, when we 
got over our shake and fever, and thinkirg 
vur party ought to be near port, we started 
ont to hal them, if in sight. They were it 
sight, and soon landed on the summit, tired 
land hungry, after thew hard day’s work,—* 
day that had told’ fearfully on mem dnd si- 
mals. Capt. B:own having arrived from 
‘Camp Yerde, during the afternoon, with a

Tuesday, October 4.+-We got up early, and 
having left the trap behind us, wo trat 
eled at a good gait over a nice granite ront 
Arriving at the Agua Frio, we stayed a few 
hours, hitched up again, and drove to Lerty’s 
place, where we encamped all night.

A True Arizona Sketch.

In the month of May, 1870, William B 
Rhodes, of Rhodes’ Ranch, was drowned in 
the Colorado river, near his ranch, forty miles 
below La Paz, while endeavoring to cross the 
river cn roule for Fort Yuma. 

The remarkable Indian fight made by this 
man on a previous occasion, is referred to in 
Ross Browne’s “Apache Countiy,” and in 
the more recent work of Prof. Pumpelly, of 
Havard University, entitled “ Across Amer- 
ica and Asia.” The account here given is 
made up from notes in Rhodes’ private note 
book, which was placed at the writer's dis- 
posal by Rhodes’ partner, Mr, W, G. Poin- 


dexter.

to protect himself as much as possible. The 
savages quickly surrounded the spot and re- 
commenced firing lead, shot and arrows, ac- 
companying each shot witha yell. Rhodes 
Jay in the ‘sand, using his two six-shooters 
with such exeellent effect that every shot 
counted the Apaches one less, After fichtin 
some two hours, the Indians asked Rhodes to 
surrender, promising to make a big chief of 
him. But he answered them that he would 
fight to the death, as he well knéw what 
weight ‘to-put in their promises. Again they 
resumed the firing, but-the balls passed harm- 
lessly over his head in the willows, which 
had now become much thinned by the firing. 
Rhodes made an occasional but well-aimed 
shot, which caused the savages to become 
More and more timid. Speaking in Spanish 
as before, again they asked Don Guillermo 
to surrender and become a hig chief, but 
Rhodes 1eplied that he had no thought of 
surrendering to be murdered like a dog. On 
this they made a last desperate attack, and 
amid much firing and whooping, a big buck 
crawled up to within ten fect of Rhodes, be- 
hind a large tuft of grass, and then took a 
sure aim, but the powder flashed in the pan 
(it was a flint lock), and*our hero, seeing the 
smoke rising, concluded to make the last 
shot, as only one load remained The Indian 
would raise up, look and then bide again. 
Seeing Rhodes red with blood and'not mov- 
ing, he concluded he must be badly wounded, 
and that he could put powder in the pan of 
his gun and soon finish him. Rising to his 
knee, powder horn in hand, he commenced 
staking powder into the pan of his old flint- 
lock, when Rhodes, taking deliberate aim, 
planted his Jast ball deep im his heart. The 
savage bounded up with a yell, when his 
companions rushed to his assistance on horse- 
hack, caught him by the hair of the head and 
dragged him away to their council ground, a 
hundred and fifty yards distant. Then they 
held a council of war. Some were for charg- 
ing Rhodes in a body and finishing him; 
others said no, we are loosing good warriors 
and wasting our powder, lead, etc; we had 
better leave him. So they formed two lines 
on each side of the cluster: of willows and 
said, ‘ Adios, brave soldier? Rhodes respon- 
ded, * Adios, cowards, thieves and murderers, 
adios.” Then they left him, weakened great- 
ly from loss of blood and guffermg excessive 
thirst. A half hour afterwards Rhodes came 
out of his stronghold, and after following the 
Indians for a few hundred yards, turned aside 
for the Reventon ranch, when he beheld the 
roof of the house covered with savages in 
great excitement, 

In the morning a small detachment of Cal- 
ifurnia volunteers came to bury the dead. In 
the pocket of one of the men from Massachu- 
setts was found a letter from Ins betrothed, 
covered with blood. It was written by Mary 
Wheeler, of Lowell, Mass, and in it she beg- 
ged her lover to come home, as the Indians or 
rebels would kill him, she thought, if he re- 
mained there. Ier letter, with the mportant 
facts attending its finding, was forwarded to 
her, but itis not known whether she ever 
reecived the blood-stained letter,

The Apache-Mohaves. 


We have, in this Territory, a great many 
Indians, who, of Jate years, have been sailing 
under the name, “Apache-Mohaves.” When 
the whites first settled here, these fellows 
called themselves Yavapais,” and professed 
great friendship for Americans. They soon 
afterwards broke loose, and committed all 
sorts of crimes, from the stealing of a donkey 
to tiè murder of a white man. They even 

. went so far as to kill their agent—a man who 

had petted and befriended them. Soon after 
committing this horrid deed, a large band of 
the sneaking thieves and murderers visited a 
freight, train, which was encamped in Skull 
Valley, professed great friendship for the 
teintétets, until’ a favorable moment for st- 
tacking the train presented itsclf, when the 
devilish scoundrels drew knives and pistols 
whi h they had hid in their store-clothes, and 
mae for the whites, who, thank God, were 
ready for them, and gave them one of the 
worst drubbings they ever received, This did 
not satisfy them. They kept on stealing, 
killing, and asking no quarter from the people 
of this section. They had friends on the 
Colorado, and could go to the Reservation aud 
get shielded from punishment, while resting 
and procuring supplies fora new raid. But, 
provisions grew searre on the Reservation, 
the appropriation for keeping it up having 
gone into the pockets of a few men, and the 
Apache-Mohaves had to depend, entirely, up- 
on their own efforts for support. -Swarms of 
them came up here, and the way in which 
they robbed our farmers, miners, ete., proved 
that they were equal to the emergency. Re- 
cently, they took it into their heads to be 
“friendly,” and their professiuns of friend- 
ship were accepted in good faith by some 
military men and citizens. We, ourself, had 
no faith in these professions, nor have we 
now. We have known the wretches to play 
the Peace dodge at Black Canyon, upon poor 
Mexicans, whom they soon after robbed of all 
their stock, and we have known them to way- 
lay and murder many a man. Therefore, it 
is utterly impossible for us to put our trust 
in them, until such time as they shall have 
proven themselves worthy, honorable red 
men, 

Upon this point, we feel like the celebrated 
war-cluef of the Plmas, who, being once at 
Camp McDowell, was persuaded to talk with 
the old villian, Dolachaye, chief of a band of 
about 150 Tontos, who was then playing the 
role of a good Indian. Delachaye was very 
obsequious to the Pima chief and said a great 
many nice things, among others, that he and 
his Indians were tired of fighting the whites 
agd Pimas. The Pima chief, who had not 
‘deigned to look upon or speak to the sneak- 
ing Apache until he hatl got through with 
his talk, turned quickly upon him; and said, 
“Tf you and your Indians willsettle down and 
live peaceably for 10 years, then, come to me, 
and I will trust youever after. “ But,” said he, 
“it is as utterly impossible for an Apache to 
do so, as it is for a coyote to become a lion.” 
Delachaye sneaked off, just like a coyote, ag 
he is. 

Now, last week, we accused the Apache- 
Mohaves of having committed the three 
murders then chronicled, for the reason that 
the arrows found around the murdered men 
were neither Coyotero or Pinal arrows, but, 
we have since learned that Delachaye and his 
band came over here, and committed the 
crimes we speak of. This may be so. Yet, we 
have also learned that the Apache-Mohaves 
knew of the murders long before the white 
people knew of them; therefore, if they did 
not themselyes commit them, they were ac- 
cessory to them, And thon, the bloody 
scones were enacted in their» country. We 
desire peace with all Indians, but not such 
“pesce” as thig,—a peace where it is impos- 
sible to tolt friend from foe. Again we say, 
on behalf of the people of Arizona, that if 
there are any peacable, good Apaches in the 
Tertitory, they ought to be placed on reserva- 
tions, in charge of military officers, who will 
give them their dues, and not rob them, as 
carpet-bag agents have done, in this Territory 
and elsewhere, and as they will do again, 
whenever they get a chance. All we ask 
from Government, is simple justice for whites 
and Indians.

The former—to the number 
of about 700 warriors—were encamped in a 
“ fortified " village, watching, with palpitating 
hearts, for the coming of their foe, the Piutes, 
who, it was said, were encamped on the Muddy, 
strengthening their ranks with recruits from other 
tribes. At latest accounts, the Piute force was 
about 400. They claimed to have nearly 150 
guns, a much greater number than the Mohaves 
had. But, the latter had plenty of ammuaition, 
and were practicing every day. Both parties 
had been playing sweet to the whites—soldiers 
and citizens—who, with much good sense. had 
refused to take up the quarrel of either tribe. 
As cowardice alone can prevent (be two tribes 
from engaging in mortal combat, and it being to 
the interest of civilization that several hundred 
of them should die, we sincerely hope that, when 
the tug of war does come, Mobave and Pinte will 
perform prodigies of valor. The Piutes claimed 
that Sheerum and bis band of Wallapais were go- 
ing to dasist them in the coming fight, but this, we 
think, was a“ bluff.” The latter Indians baye, for 
a long time past. been acting very well, and we 
hope they will not again engage in war with In- 
diana or whites. The Mohaves were keeping 
their courage np by dancing and yelling around 
the scalps tuken in the last fight. 
CONDITION OF THE ROAD. 

The Prescott and Mohave wagon-road was in 
fine condition when Mr. Hardy passed over it, 
notwithstaning which, men were at work short- 
ening ana making it better. The large droves 
of cattle between Prescott and Hardyville were 
fat as seals, and several of them will soon be 
started for California, via the Mohave river route, 
which is the only route between Arizona and 
California uver which stock ought to be driven, 
it being well supplied with water and grass, 
hoth of which necessary things are mighty scarce 
upon the two routes to the south of it. 

IMMIGRANTS. 

A party of immigrants, from Nevada, are com- 
ing this way. At Williamson Valley, Mr. Hardy 
saw several immigrants who had recently arrived 
from Texas, via the 35th parallel route. Among 
them were a few families. They brought ten 
wagons, and largo numbers of stock. They in- 
formed him that scores of families, and herds 
wer2 coming aver the route, and that, horeafter, 
all Texas people would come this way with their 
stock. 

TALK OF RELIXQUIGHING COUNTY ORGANIZATION. 

This is a question that, fora long time past, 
has been discussed by the people of Mohave 
county, many of whom, we learn, are yet in favor 
of it. Of course, it isa hard matter for so few 
people to keep up a county government, and we 
would advise them to press the matter upon the 
next Legislature, did we not think ‘that a better 
day will soon dawn for the county. She has 
mines of great richness ; timber, water and grass 
in abundance; a fine, healthy climate, and the 
best and shortest route between New Mexico and 
California. Therefore, her people ought to con- 
sider well Wefore they throw up thair county 
organization.
